The city commission oi Bismarck 


in session last night, discussed tbe 
•water situation with respect to 
the dirty reservoirs and the con- 
sequent 
wave of sickness which 


has spread over the city in the last 
two or three weeks. Mayor Lenhart 
was given authority to take the mat- 
ter op with representatives of tbe 
Bismarck Water Supply Company in 
an effort to make possible the (lean- 
ing of tbe reservoirs. 


The question was raised by C. L. 


'Hanson, who volunteered informa- 
tion to tbe commission that the res- 
ervoirs are in a deplorable condition. 
There is, so much mud in them, he 
sa-d, that it virtually overflows into 
the mains. There has been no -chlorine 
put in the water for many weeks, he 
asserted, which would 
mean that. 


raw Missouri river water with the 
addition of mud gathered in the res- 
ervoirs is being turned into the 
mains for people to drink. 


Some members of the commission 


• felt it was none of their-business 


to clean the reservoirs, since the city 
did not own the property and they 
would have no authority for doing so. 
They also said that if the railroad 
commission was appealed to and that 
body sought to enforce cleaning of 
the reservoirs, the Bismarck Water 
Company conld appeal and tie up tha 
matter until the time for the city to 
take over the plant. 


Reports were made that many peo- 


ple are sick from the water. Hanson 
said that manyjnen working on the 
new filtration plant were sick and 
Commissioner Thompson,-who urged 
action, said that half the crew work- 
ing on the new school house in tbe 
western part of the city-was sick, 
rOieie Was-diseussioa as-to the cost 


of cleaning the reservoirs. The water 
Company's figures Were that it cost 
about $700-40 clean the three. Other 
estimates ranged down to $260 to 
$300. 


Mr. Hanson asserted none of the 


three reservoirs had been cleaned 
since last August and that one of 
them hadn't been cleaned "for three 
years. He said the reservoirs were 
full of mud. One suggestion advan- 
ced was that, while it takes consider- 
able time to clean the reservoirs, the 
mud valves might be opened and the 
•worst of the mud drawn, off quickly 
City Engineer Atkinson reported that 
the fact that the new 16-inch main

trench is open need not stop the 


** cleaning of the reservoirs. 
Hanson declared -a carp was found 
in the swimming pool the other day, 
presumably pumped from tbe river 
through tbe water mains.

two or three weeks. Maybr Lenhart 
was given authority to take the mut­ 
te r up with representatives of 
the 
Bismarck W ater Supply Company in 
ail effort to make possible the clean­ 
ing: of the reservoirs. 
The question was raised by C. L. 
’Hanson, who volunteered inform a­ 
tion to the commission th at the res­ 
ervoirs are in a deplorable condition. 
There is so much mud in them, 
he 
said, that it virtually overflows into 
the mains. There has been no chlorine 
put in the w ater for many weeks, he 
asserted, which would 
mean 
that 
raw Missouri river w ater with the 
addition of mud gathered in the res­ 
ervoirs is 
being 
turned 
into 
the 
mains for people to drink. 
Some members of the commission 
felt it was none of their business 
to clean the reservoirs, since the city 
did not own the property and they 
would have no authority for doing ao. 
They also said that if the railroad 
comhiissfon was appealed to and that 
body sought to enforce cleaning of 
the reservoirs, the Bismarck 
W ater 
t ompany could appeal and tie up th-3 
matter until the time for the city to 
take over the plant. 
Reports were made th at many peo­ 
ple are sick from the water. Hanson 
said that many men working on the 
new filtration plant were sick and 
Commissioner Thompson, who urged 
action, said that half the crew work­ 
ing on the new school house in the 
western part of the city -was sick. 
There Was discussion as- to the cost 
of cleaning the reservoirs. The water 
company’s figures were that it cost 
about $700 to clean the three. Other 
estim ates ranged down to $260 
to 
$300. 
Mr. Hanson asserted none of tho 
three reservoirs ha.d been cleaned 
since last August and that one of 
them hadn’t been cleaned for three 
years. He said the reservoirs were 
full of mud. One suggestion advan­ 
ced was that, while it takes consider­ 
able time to clean the reservoirs, the 
mud valves might be opened and the 
worst of the mud drawp off quickly 
City Engineer Atkinson reported that 
the fact that the new 16-inch main 
trench is open need not stop the 
cleaning of the reservoirs. 
Hanson declared a carp was found 
in the swimming pool the other day, 
presumably pumped from the river 
through the w ater mains.

No move he m ade to com fort her, so she left him to weep on the 
shoulders of a younger son.

There the swayed back and 
forth under a nervous tension. When 
sentence had been pronounced she 
broke dawn and wept. 
Standing in the court room she 
mode her declaration. 
“I’il fight moonshine all my life,” she 
said,

I'll run down every one I can. 
My 
boy wouldn’t be here if it wasn’t for 
that.” 
She shook hands with the judge, 
talked with the officers, and showed 
she bore them no emnity. 
Jesson- .had confessed to the m ur­ 
der of Sundbakken in W ashburn. He 
was brought to Bismarck to appeal 
before Judge Jansonius late yester­ 
day. 
His confession, In which he 
told how he first struck Sundbakken, 
his friend, with his fist and then 
crushed his head with an ax because 
he declared Sundbakken was using 
marked cards in a poker game, was 
pieced before Judge Jansoniue and 
other records brought.

This is the 
statement of 
the 
state railroad commission. Effort 
has been made this year to avert 
a shortage of 
cars for 
hauling 
grain. But if the purchase of coa! 
is delayed so that the railroads will 
be taxed with hauling of coal when 
they should be moving crops, there 
may be a shortage ot> grain cars, 
the commission says, in the .follow­ 
ing statement: 
To Consumers of Coal: 
' 
“In «order that we may anticipate 
the car requirem ents for the State 
of North Dakota during the heavy 
shipping season of 1923, the Commis­ 
sion has required reports to be sub­ 
mitted from all sections of the state 
showing crop conditions and 
ship­ 
ments of various commodities. 
For 
the past six months a steady move­ 
ment of empty cars from the east 
to lines in North Dakota has been 
maintained to the end 
th at a 
car 
shortage may be 
averted. 
Today 
there are thousands of empty cors 
stored on the lines of railroads oper­ 
ating in North Dakota preparatory to 
moving the crops of 1923, and with 
the fullest cooperation of the public 
100 per cent service can be given. 
“Reports indicate that the people 
of North Dakota have delayed pur-, 
chaaing coal and the situation is be­ 
coming critical. It is unreasonable to 
expect 100 per cent car service 
if 
purchasing of coal is delayed until 
the wheat movement. The first rush 
of cold weather will tax the mines 
and transportation facilitiqs to capa­ 
city, and there remains only a lew 
days to the beginning of the heavy 
movement. 
“Every season the Commission 
is 
called upon to assist communities in 
securing fuel and at times it has 
been difricult, if not im posstible, tc 
furnish all requirem ents, and if con­ 
sumers and agents will set now 
by 
purchasing even a part of their re­ 
quirements a shortage and possible 
suffering may be prevented.

“We therefore strongly 
urge 
the’ 
placing of immediate orders' by con­ 
sumers, public institutions and util­ 
ities for th eir requirem ents for 'fall 
and w inter 1923-4. Consumers jhould 
a t least put in a part of their coal 
without delay.”

The weekly crop review of Van 


Du«ta Harrington Company for th* 
Northwest, issued a.s at-Aug. IS, fol- 
lows:

Harvesting of the small grain 


crops has not aa yet been completed ; 
ia tte Northern and Western parts 
of Ncrth Dakota and Montana. 


Since oar report of' la»t week, 


thrrshrri- has been somewhat delay- 
ed owing to rain. 


There is ger.erally no shortage of 


labor, bul wages are high. 


As threshing returns are received, 


the spotted nature of the snwll'Srain 
crops i- evident. In North Dakota 
especially, and also in South Dakota 
and Minnesota, there are many fields 
of wheat and rye that are not worth 
cutting. There are other fields in 
nearby districts th|t have 
yielded 


from 5 to 15 bushels per acre. 


It is too early to get any accurate 


idea of the outcome in Montana, but 
there are 
many good districts a* 


well as others that are only an aver- 
age. 


In some of out preyiou* letters we 


reported durum as showing less dam- 
age than the bread wheat. We find 
that durum has also suffered severe- 
ly and the outcome will probably.be 
poorer than the early prospect* in- 
dicated. There are fields of durum 
that will not be cut as.they suffered 
severely from both rust and beat. 


The average small grain crops in 


Minnesota are much better than eith- 
er South Dakota or North Dakota, 
i.i-l uta-i very good yields f nnrtev 
oats and flfx have b".*n produced. 


In Minnesota aad South Dakota 


threshing returns have shewn oats j 
yielding as low as 3 bushels to the 
acre, and as high as 60 bushels. Bar- i 
ley in these two states from 8 to 40 ' 
bushels. In North Dakota both bar- 
ley and oats have been badiy dam- 
* 


aged and the barley crop in tnat ] 
state is the poorest in years. 
j 


Corn continues to thrive, although 


there are occasional fields tnat hr.ve 
been hurt by heat and dry weather. 
A ndtnber of towns will market '•orn 
this year that have-never done so be- 
fore, owing to the increased acreage 
in many districts. There are a large 
number of excellent fields in Nortii 
Dakota, which is unusual, for that 
state, and it is "predicted that next 
season the corn acreage in that state 
will be greatly increased. 


-—Flax-reports-are comffig-in^slowlr 
as very.little threshing has been.ac- 
complished except in Southern Minn- 
csota and South Dakota.. A number 
of returns show flax-yielding ai high 
as IS and 16 bushels per 'acre, while 
.others are around 8" bushels. In 
North Dakota, since the recent rains, 
some fields have become quite weedy. 
While the crop as a rule will show 
a heavy dockage, we believe the final 
outcome will be satisfactory.

Reports from variou.s Slope .sections hardly justify the 
gloomy predictions and lamentations heard about the crop 
situation. There are some (ine wheat fields in this vie inity; 
probably the best corn crop in years and the farmer who 
has diversified his crop is not as badly off as the chronic 
pe.ssimist would have us believe. 
Recently in a small town in Ohio where a stock sale was 
held some 243 farmers attended and total sales netted nearly 
$200,000. This indicated a purchasing power in a section 
where the farmers have ceased to gamble with Dame Nature 
on a one crop ante. 
Reports from several sections indicate a shortage of dairy 
products, indicating a favorable demand for these commodi­ 
ties. The farmer who is milking a few cows, has some hogs 
and is not neglectful of chicken and turkey raising has a! 
purchasing power far beyond the neighbor who clings to his, 
one crop idea, always waiting for the bonanza year w'hich 
according to the law of averages comes too seldom to make 
that kind of agriculture profitable. 
Often the solution for an untoward economic situation 
lies closer heme than the politicians would have us believe. 
Governmental action has in the main complicated rather 
than solved economic ills. Two factors at least contribute 
more directly than any others to the farmer’s plight to­ 
day ; high labor costs and the condition of the world markets 
as far as his ccmmodities are concerned. Legislative action 
to date has been powerless to cope with these economic j 
forces, but the busine.ss horizon at that is much brighter 
than a year ago.

FARGO DEAD 


Served in ^t^egislature and 
Was Active Politiculiy 


Fargo, 
Aug. 21.—Evan S. 
Tyler, 
resident of Fargo and North Dakota 
for the, past 52 years, died yesterday 
morning at his room in the Metro- 
pole hotel. Mr. Tyler, one of the best 
known of the early pioneers, came 
here in territorial days, in 1873. Hp 
was a veteran of the Civil W ar, was 
born in Pennsylvania, and 
traveled 
extensively before coming to Fargo. 
Mr. Tyler was one of the 
most 
prominent businessmen in the state. 
He was associated with the late N. 
K. Hubbard in the E. S. Tyler com­ 
pany, general merchandise, in Fargo 
from 1874 to 1882. 
In 187.’> he 
and 
Mr. Hubbard 
built the old 
Head­ 
quarters hotel, which stood 
about 
where the 
Union Light 
H eat and 
Power company’s plant now stands. 
Mr. Tyler was a 
member of the

Heller traveled through thousands of 
miles of country inhabited hy sav­ 
age and hostile tribes in his search 
for strange specimens for the muse­ 
um. 
'The two new prises, according to 
scientists, are the dinomys, which he 
brought back alive and presented to 
the Lincoln Park zoo, and the capy- 
dora. The dinomys is a rodent some­ 
thing like a woodchuck, which since 
its capture has become so domesti­ 
cated that he follows 
his 
master 
about like a dog, according to 
Mr 
Heller. The species is said to be near­ 
ly extinct, because it moves so slow- ‘ 
ly that its more powerful enemies 
can overtake it. It lives in commun­ 
ities. and its principal protection, 
Mr. Heller believes, is in th at it gen­ 
erally travels with members of its 
clan. 
The capydora, a large rodent, 
is 
somewhat like the beaver, but larger. 
This animal is almost as rare as the 
dinomys, he said, and even the native 
sec them but seldom. There are still 
many animals in the jungles of South 
America that neyer have been seen by 
scientists. He brought back with him 
1.80Ó specimens to be mounted by tlie 
Museum, including 
Jaguars, tapirs, 
armadillos, anteaters and 16 kinds of 
monkeys. 
Along the route of travel through 
the ,jungle, the scientist said, 
are 
many savage tribes or fugitived“trom 
justice in more civilized lands who 
live without law in a semi-atarved 
and half-sick condition. V irtually all 
these primitive peoples have some

Botlies of Those Lost in Mis­ 
sissippi Are Recovered

Sunday night in which ten persons 
lost their lives. 
An ail day search for the sunken 
craft was successful late* ye terday
